Harding, of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, Urges the 
south Not to Weaken Po- 
Sition by “Unwise Action.” 


PLEA MADE FOR LOYALTY 
TO PRESIDENT WILSON 


Harding Warns South to 
Do Nothing to Embarrass 
Conduct of International 
Affairs—Complications 
Will Not Help Cotton 
Values. 


Washington, August 4.—Conditions 
that. confront the south in handling the 
1915 cotton crop and the conditions a 
year ago are contrasted in an analysis 
by W. P. G. Harding, of the federal re- 
gerve board, in the current issue of the 
federal reserve bulletin: 

The position of cotton todajy is much 
stronger, financial and other condi- 
tions are much better than a year ago 
in Mr. Harding’s opinion and if the 
people of the south will not weaken 
their position “by unwise action” they 
have little to fear. “The cotton tragedy 
of 1914,” says Mr. Harding, “will be 
succeeded in 1915 by nothing more 
serious than a drama.” 

Mr. Harding warns the south in its 
~ désire to see a broad market estab- 
lished for cotton to do nothing to ¢m- 
barrass President Wilson in his con- 
duct of international affairs. ree 
should be remembered,” says Mr. Hard- 
ing, “that the president owes a high- 
er duty to the south, to the whole 
country and to mankind, at this junc- 
ture than the establishment of cotton 
values. Serious complications between 
this country and any great foreign 
power certainly would not enhance cot- 
ton values. The president may be 
trusted to do his duty as he sees it, 
regardless of private appeals or public 
clamor.” Cs 

This Year and Last Compared. 

After comparing conditions affect- 

ing the market this year and last Mr. 


Harding says: 

“TInder the most adverse conditions 
conceivable, with demoralization in 
every money market, with high inter- 
est rates, with emergency currency 
being issued daily in large volume, with 
enormous gold shipments abroad, with 
crippled, shipping facilities, without 
adequate insurance protection, and with 
ocean freights three to five times nor- 
mal, we began in August, 1914, to mar- 
ket a crop of nearly 17,000,000 bales 
of cotton. Financial institutions, al- 
ready hard pressed and fearing all 
manner of unforeseen contingencies, 
were unable and lunwilling to make 
advances on cotton. In addition to 
this the southern farmers, who have 
this year planted record-breaking food 
crops, were faced with a deficiency in 
home-raised foodstufs, and were in 
many cases forced to sell cotton to 
pay off pressing indebtedness and to 
secure adequate food supplies. 

“Attention is called to the fact that 
the high prices for cotton now prevail- 
ing in Germany and Russia, about 30 
cents a pound, will attract cotton to 
those countries in spite of apparently 
insurmountable obstacles, just as high 
prices paid for cotton abroad during 
the civil war made blockade running 
a steady business. 

Ample Funds Available. 

“There seems to be no question that 
ample funds can be obtained to finance 
in a normal way a much larger volume 
of cotton than was taken care of last 
year, and that if Germany and Austria- 
diungary should be forced to suspend 
cotton manufacturing entirely statistics 
show that the mills of the United 
States, Great Britain, Spain, Russia, 
Italy, Japan, China and India have 
spindles sufficient to absorb every bale 
of cotton that is likely to be cultivated. 

“It should be noted that the reduction 
in American cotton acreage this year 
amounts to more than 5,000,000 acres 
and that Egypt and India have also 
made radical reductions in cotton acre- 
age. It is probable that the world’s 
cotton crop, based on an average yield 
an acre, will be about 5,000,000 bales 
less than last year. 

“Cotton, unlike grain, is a commod- 
ity the market value of which depre- 
ciates in time of war, and the south as 
a producer of that commodity has suf- 
fered. ; 


Actual Position Stronger. 


“The actual position of cotton, how- 
ever, is so much stronger than was the 
case a year ago, and financial and oth- 
er conditions are so much much more 
favorable that there can be no doubt 
that if the south will keep cool and will 
refrain from merely weakening its own 
position by unwise action, the present 
nervousness regarding thé market for 
the growing crop will soon disappear. 

“Even in the face of all the adverse 
conditions during the last twelve 
months the average price Of cotton has 

een about what might have been ex- 
pected for a 17,990,000 bale crop had 
there been'no war,.and there is every 
reason to believe that the average price 
of cotton during the next twelve 
months will be higher. 

“The real question is: Will southern 
merchants and southern bankers, and 
alt others interested in southern trade, 
co-operate in securing for the cotton 
producen the benefit of this) average 
price, and will the cotton producers 
themselves do their part? My knowl- 
edge of southern character and of 
eouthern business conditions justifies'a 
confident belief that an affirmative 
answer will be given.” 

COTTON MOVING PLAN 
INDORSED BY WATSON. 


Charleston, S. C., August 4.—E. J. 
Watson, president of the Southern Cot- 
ton congress, has issued a statement 
concerning the plans of the federal re- 
serve board for moving the cotton crop 
this year. 

“T am exceedingly gratified at” the 
complet ness ef this announcement 
from Washington,” said Mr. Watson. 
“For some weeks, acting along with 
others who know the cotton situation 
thoroughly, we have been in communi- 
cation with the white house and, 
thereby with the regional reserve bank 
system, and the assurance had been 
given that everything possible would 
be done by the national government to 
protect one of the nation’s great as- 
sets, the only one that preserves the 
balance of national trade.

ASK FUR SURVEY 
OF CHATTAHOOCHEE 


Chamber Directors Seek to 
Know Whether It Is Feas- 
ible to Open the River for 
Navigation. 


The directors of the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce at their session Wednes- 
dgy afternoon unanimously adopted a 
resolution calling on the United States 


engineering corps to make a survey of, 


the Chattahoochee river: from Atlanta 
to Columbus, for the purpose of deter- 
mining the feasibility of opening the 
river to navigation from Atlanta to the 
gulf. It fs believed that this request 
will be complied with and the survey 
completed in a year. 

As one of the directors said, this is 
the most important movement started 
by the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
in many years. 

A corps of government engincers un- 
der Percival M. Churchill is now en- 
gaged in surveying the river from At- 
lanta to Columbus to 
reservoirs will be necessary on the up- 
per part of the river to provide a uni- 
form flow Of water in the Chatta- 
hoochee river below Columbus for navi- 
gation. 

Major Brown, in charge of United 
States engineers for this district, has 
decided that under the act of congress 
providing for this survey, sufficient 
work may be done to determine the 
feasibility and cost of: opening the 
Chattahoochee to navigation as far as 


Atlanta. 
Work Is Feasible. 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce 
is now asking that the additional sur- 
vey for this purpose be made, and it 
is understood from high authority that 
as an engineering proposition the work 


is feasible, and the only question will lhe expected 


be one of cost and its relations to com- 
mercial benefits. When the survey {is 
made showing the cost of the improve- 
ment the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce will present to congress data 
showing that the commercial benefits 
will be so far reaching that the gov- 
ernment will be justified in incurring 
the expense of opening the river. 

One of the leading members of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, a large 
manufacturer, made this statement 
about the opening of the Chat- 
tahoochee: 

“This strikes me as being the most 
important thing I have ever heard be- 
fore the chamber of commerce. At- 
lanta within the past 60 days has been 
soaked for $28,000 on account of freight 
rates. If the present program g0es 
through we are going to get soaked for 
nearly half a million more on freight 
rates. This isn’t because the railroads 
want to advance the rates. They don’t 
want to advance them to Atlanta or 
any other shipping point. They think 
large commercial centers should _ be 
recognized as distributing points, but 
section 4, order of the interstate com- 
merce commission, has ruled that rail- 
roads cannot discriminate in favor of 
any city, however large it may be. In 
other words, there is no better rate on 
10,000 cars of grain coming to Atlanta 
than on one car going to Griffin. The 
whole basis of rates has been on the 
theorv of a wholesale proposition. 

Value of River Route. 

“rom New York to Nashville 
through Atlanta the freight rate is 31 
cents. That rate is made 31 cénts on 
account of river routes down through 
Ohio. The rate to Atlanta has been 
advanced from 52 to 65 cents, The 
merchants at Nashville will be 
position to buy stuff, ship it through 
Atlanta and ship it back there eaper 


than we could. 

“The rates on sugar from New Or- 
leans to Atlanta is 28 cents: to Cin- 
cinnati 18 cents; to Lonisville 17 
cents; to Nashville 151-2 cents; If we 
don’t get some water here we are go- 
ing to get soaked. 

“Macon has built two boats that are 
going to-sail the river from Macon to 
Brunswick. 

“If we can get water to give us 
rates anywhere between here and New 
York, or between here and the gulf, or 
between here and the ports south of 
Atlanta it will save Atlanta as a job- 
bing city. 

“A man whom I consider the best 
posted man in the.United States’ on 
freight rates told me the other dav 
that unless something was done to off- 
set the action of the interstate com- 
merce commission Atlanta would lose 
at least ©9 per cent of her prestige as 
a jobbing center.”’ |

BUSINESS CONDITIONS —

According to Federal Reserve 
Board—No Material Change 
in the Atlanta. District.

Washington, August 4.—Business 
conditions throughout the country con- 
tinue to show improvement, said the 
monthly bulletin of the federal reserve 
board issued today. Until crops are 
harvested the full measure of this im- 
provement cannot be judged, the bul- 
letin added. 

Crop prospects are bright, and in 
several reserve districts war orders 
have brought a boom to industries. 

In Richmond district the cotton crop 
is reported late but in excellent condi- 
tion, though prices are low. Business 
generally is holding a steady position: 
There is a tendency to improvement 

the Atlanta district, but conditions 

not show material change. Cot- 
ton mills are at full capacity, and new 
mills are under construction. Agricul- 
tural prospects are bright. 

The Dallas district cotton crop will 
be materially reduced, and much of it 
probably will be held under warehouse 
receipts to save the market. Live 
stock, lumber and oil show improve- 
ment. 

Boston reports optimism and a belief 
that improvement, although slow, may 
New York reports im- 
provement in the steel, leather and tex- 
tile industries, but building operations 
are curtailed. 

The outlook in Philadelphia is said to 
be uncertain, with improvement in 
other parts of the district. x 

The steel ,business in the Cleveland 
district shows a decided advance, and 
there is a better feeling among whole- 
salers and retailers, 

In the Chicago district there are 
signs of general improvement. The 
St. Louis district shows little change. 

Confidence in the crop outlook is re-

less than last year, but crop conditions 
are good. Crop conditions in the San 
Francisco district are reported good, 
but lack of bottom for exports is fill-

BEAVERS’ FRIENDS 
HOLD CONFERENCE 


Refuse to Disclose Intended 
Move After Meeting Wed- 
nesday in Office of Attor- 
ney James L. Key. 


That the friends and supporters of 
ex-Chief Beavers are ormanizing in his 
behalf was manifested by a meeting 
of fifteen or more of his strongest ad- 
herents yesterday afternoon in the of- 
fice of his chief counsel, James IL. 


Key. 

What move will be made by them, 
however, has either not yet been defi- 
nitely decided upon, or is being kept 
secret:- The €ermer chief, himself, was 
not present, having left the business 
district at noon to attend the funeral 
services of a former acquaintance. 

Beavers did hold a conference with 
Mr. Key, however, Wednesday morning, 
and another last night. The meeting 
of his supporters lasted for more than 
an hour. No reporters were admitted. 

Beavers Refuses Captaincy. 

Beavers was a busy man Wednesday 
morning. Mucn of his time was occu- 
pied in the offices of friends and ad- 
herents, and at noon he sent the fol- 
lowing declination of the offer of cap- 
tain to the board of commissioners: 

‘“‘Honorable Board of Police Commission- 
ers: I am advised by the newspapers that 
I have been removed as chief of police and 
have been made a captain. 

“Accepting the newspaper reports as cor- 
rect, I desire to state to you in this formal 
way that I cannot accept the position, so 
that you can deal with the situation in 
whatever way you like. 

‘“T want to do what is best for the depart- 
ment, and I feel that the influences that 
were against me as chief would be against 
me as captain. I owe a great deal to the 
city of Atlanta and the police department, 
and I want to do what is best for both. If 
I were to consult only my own personal 
interest, I could well afford to accept the 
position, for I have been a captain and did 
my duty as a captain. In fact, I would not 
be ashamed to be a patrolman, for I have 
been a patrolman and did my work faith- 
fully. There are as good men among the 
patralmen as there are in the department. 

“But the sacrifice of principle inwvolved 
in this situation is too,great for me to bear. 
I am not willing to; purchase a’ captain’s 
place at this cost. I am not willing to con- 
sent to a reversal of the moral policies of 
the city at the price of a captain’s job. I 
did not do it for a chief's job. 

“My only wish is that the department 
will continue in the future as it has in the 
past, to be faithful, efficient and loyal to 
the service, and give ‘the city the best 
service it can, considering the many lIimita- 
tions and handicaps under which {t has to 
work. 

“Thanking you for such consideration and 
support as I have received in the past, I 
am,

Mayo Outlines Policy. 

Chief Mayo Wednesday afternoon 
outlined his policies to the newspaper 
men at headquarters. He promises the 
public to ‘enforce all the laws all the 
time,” and not to indulge in “fanatical 
crusades.” One of his first moves will 
be to wipe out vagrancy, expecting 
thereby to eliminate what he believes 
to be a great source of the burglaries 
and robberies. 

“Vagrancy in Atlanta must cease. It 
will be one of our most effective steps 
toward the suppression of crime. The 
police department will make special 
efforts to round up all suspicious idlers 
and loafers, and all men will be put 
to work, whether it be worthy en- 
deavor or work in the stockade. They 
must go from the streets, the bar- 
rooms and the dives. 

“Most of the criminal vagrants sleep 
in the day time in vacant houses, and 
in order to drive them out, I am going 
to put the mounted squad at work 
from 8 a. m. until 4 p. m., with special 
Instructions to watch all empty resi- 
dences and other buildings. The crooks 
will be less likely to seek unoccupied 
houses if the police are keeping a vigi- 
lant eye upon them. ey 

“AS regards the plain clothes squad 
commonly known as the ‘vice squad,’ 
am not going to abolish it at present 
but put it to work on general duty ” 

Chief Mayo assured his interviewers 
that he would project no crusade but 
that he would adhere to the constant 
and hearty enforcement of the law.

PERMANY INSISTS 
SHE WAS JUSTIFIED 
IN SINKING FRYE 


Unyielding in Refusal to 
Admit Destruction of the 
Vessel Was a Violation of 
American Rights. 


REPARATION OFFERED 
TO OWNERS OF VESSEL 


But Payment Not to Be 
Viewed as Satisfaction for 
Violation of American 
Rights — Arbitration Sug- 
gested if the United States 
Prefers. ‘ 


Washington, August 4.—Germany is 
unyielding in her refusal to concede 
that the sinking of the American ship 
William P: Frve by tthe auxiliary 
cruiser Prinz Eitel Friedrich in the 
South Atlantic last January was a vio- 
lation of American rights under the 
Prussian-American treaty or interna- 
tional law. 

In reply to the last American repre- 
sentations the German foreign office, 
in a note made public here tonight, re- 
iterates a previous justification of Ger- 
many’s course, reiterates her willing- 
ness to pay for the ship and accepts a 
proposal first advanced by the United 
States—that the amount of damages be 
fixed by two experts, one to be selected 
by each country. 

Arbitration Suggested. 

Such a sum the German government 
pledges itself to pay promptly with the 
stipulation, however, that the payment 
shall not be viewed as a satisfaction 
for violation of American rights. 
Should that method be unsatisfactory, 
Germany invites the United States to 
arbitration at The Hague. 

The unofficial view here is that repa2- 
ration by a commission of experts prob- 
ably will be satisfactory to the United 


ever, that it is not a waiver of treaty 
rights for which the United States con- 
tends, but applies only to the matter 
of damages. 

It is virtually certain that if the Unit- 


The Hague for interpretation ef the 
treaty provision or continues the aca- 
demic disecusston of principles through 
the channel of diplomacy, it will insist 
that, meanwhile, Germany refrain from 
violation of what the United States 
contends are its rights. 
Revolves About Old Treaty. 

The entire dispute revolves about the 
treaty of 1828, which the United States 
contends specifically protected the Wil- 
liam P. Frye from being sunk, although 
it did not protect a contraband cargo. 
Germany takes an opposite view, hold- 
ing that the article only obligates her 
to pay damages. 

Furthermore, Germany replies that 
as the Frye’s wheat cargo was contra- 
band, the ship was liable to confisca- 
tion and that as an attempt to take the 
prize into a German port would have 
imperilled her captor, the destruction 
of the Frye “was according to gen- 
eral principles of international law.” 

“The right of sinking,” says the Ger- 
man note, “is not mentioned in the 
treaty and is, therefore, neither ex- 
pressly permitted nor expressly pro- 
hibited, so that on this point the party 
stipulations must be supplemented by 
the general rules of international law. 
... It is not disputed by thé American 
government that according to the gen- 
eral principles of international law a 
belligerent is authorized in sinking 
neutral vessels under almost any con- 
ditions for carrying contraband.” 


Argues for German Vlevw. 


The note argues at length for the 
German interpretation of the disputed 
treaty provision. 

“On the one hand,” 
“the belligerent party jis to have the 
right to prevent the transportation of 
war supplies to his adversaries, even 
when carried on vessels of the neutral 
party; on the other hand, the com- 
merce and navigation of the neutral 
party is to be interfered with as little 
as possible by the measures necessary 
for such prevention and reasonable 
compensation is to be paid for any in- 
convenience or damage which may, 
nevertheless, ensue from the prooeed- 
ing of the belligerent party.” 

The case of the American steamer 
Leelanaw recently sunk by a‘ German 
submarine is parallel to the Frye case. 
It now is in the preliminary stages of 
diplomatic negotiation.

Understood Prohibitionists 
Will Make Effort to Set 
Aside Program Arranged 
by Ruling Body. 


W. & A. BILLS DEPEND 
UPON TODAY’S. ACTION 


If Factions Agree Upon an 

Afternoon Session It Is 
Possible to Pass Measure 
Barring W. & A. Parallel- 
ing. 


The “tied” in the affairs of the house 
is today at its flood. Upon how it is 
taken depends the victory or the death 
of the Western and Atlantic measures. 

The prohibition wing of the house 
is expected this morning to repeat its 
tactics of yvesterday morning and table 
as-a whole the oréer which the rules 
committee wilh report to the house. 
This order of the rules committee will 
be .a duplicate of Wednesday's tabled 
order. | 

The house today passes under the 
control of the rules committee and in 
order to set aside the program of this 
body a two-thirds vote will be neces- 
sary. The prohibitionists claim, it 1s 
understood, that they have 127 pledged, 
which is sufficient, while on the other 
hand, the antis declare that the sixty- 
six men who stood together on Wed- 
nesday will do the same today, thus 
upholding the committee, 
composed of twelve members. Of these 
eight are expected to stand together 
and fight any attempt to ovérrédse 
them. 

Appropriations Bill First, 

The appropriations bill, as the con- 
tinuing order, but one-fifth of which 
has yet been passed by the house, will 


then come up for consideration. Ac- 
tion upon the entire bill at an un- 
molested morning session is regarded 
as a physical impossibility. 

It would probably be possible, how- 
ever, to finish the appropriations bill 
at an afternoon session. This con- 
summation would allow the house 
act upon the Western and Atlantic 
bills on Friday and Saturday. 

Should the insurgent branch of 
house fight an afternoon session 
day for the consideration of the ap- 
propriations bill, the Western and At- 
lantic bills will repose in the morgue 
for the remainder of this session, and 
such of those bills as would prevent 
the state road from being paralleled 
will have passed to their eternal rest.

Should these 
be disposed of the senate bills to pre- 
vent the state road being paralleled 
could be passed by the house on Satur- 
day. Even if they were amended by 
the house on Saturday there would yet 
remain three days for the senate to act 
upon the amendment. This would be 
absolutely the “last call’ for these 
bills, however. 

Senate Could Act. 

The senate could act upon the house 
commission bills if they are passed be- 
fore the close of Saturday’s session or 
sessions. 

It is the foregoing situation, then, 
which makes the afternoon session to- 
day the key to the future of the West- 
ern and Atlantic at this session. 

The chances of an afternoon session 
late last night seemed very. remote. . 

It appearing that upon an afternoon 
Session today, which could complete 
the consideration of the general appro- 
priations bill, depends the chances for 
passage of the Wesern and Atlantic 
measure, the plot now thickens. 

Unless all three of these matters are 
disposed of at this session—the appro- 
priations bill and the two kinds 
Western and Atlantic bills—two things 
Will happen, to wit: 

Between Friday noon and Saturday 
noon Governor Harris will deliver a 
special message to the general as- 
sembly setting forth his views, both 
upon .what has happened at this ses- 
sion and what has not happened.

AMERICAN ASSAULTED 
~ AND. S:FLAG TORN 


Allan Mallory Tells of Indig- 
nities at the Hands of 
Zapata Soldiers. 


Mexico City, July 25.—(By Courier to 
Vera Cruz, July 28. and Mail to New 
Orleans, August 4.)—Allan Mallory, the 
young American who was assaulted, 
robbed and subjected to other indig- 
nities by Zapata followers near San 
Martin, Mexico, while carrying diplo- 
matic correspondence between Puebla 
and Mexico City’on July 22, made a 
Statement regarding the affair on his 
arrival here today. Mallory said the 
Zapata soldiers tore am American flag 
from his automobile and ripped it into 
shreds. Later, he said, when he was 
taken before General Zapata, the latter 
broke the American consular seal on 
the correspondence he was carrying, 
examined the mail and refused to re- 
turn it to him. 

Carrying Official Mail. 

“IT left Puebla in my automobil 
Thursday morning,” said Mallory, 
rying official mail for the Brazilian 
Zation in Mexico City, which was 
sealed and given to me by American 
Consul Jenkins. With me were Carlos 
Batres, son of the Chilena minister to 
Mexico; A. Gallopin, a Swiss citizen; 
tiverol Coloca, a Spanish subject and 
my mechanic, a Mexican. Shortly after 
we entered San Martin, the Carranzi- 
Stas fled from the town and Zapatistas 
entered, shooting in all directions 

“The Zapata soldiers went up to 
automobile, tore the American 
from the hood and ripped it into shreds 
with their teeth. Then they broke 
open all the packages in the car. 
told them I was carrying official mail 
from the president of the United States 
They tore up my passport and creden- 
tials, tore my coat off and demanded 
my money. They took from me about 
$3,500 in Mexican currency. The sol- 
diergs started to open the correspon- 
dence, but gave it back when I warned 
them what it was. 

Robbed and Brutally Beaten. 

“Then about a dozen soldiers, includ- 
ing the colonel, piled into my auto- 
mobile, demanding that I drive them to 
Huejotzingo’to Zapata. The soldiers 
took Gallopin and Batres to a church, 
where I found them later, Batres hav- 
ing been robbed and badly beaten. 
They tied a rope around Coloca’s arm 
and a mounted Zapatista dragged him 
through the sand and mud, ahead of 
the. machine. Several times during the 
trip the colonel struck me with his re- 
volver and threatened to kill me. I was 
taken to the plaza at Huejotsingo and 
taken before General Zapata. Il told 
and he demanded the 
correspondence.

Finally he had an officer give me a 
passport and permitted me to leave, 
but he refused to return the mail. Col- 
coa was ordered away to be shot.”

The issue in the Dacia case is the 
right of the United States to permit 
registry under its flag of a vessel for- 
merly owned by a German corporation, 
but declared sold to an American citi- 
zen. Great Britain has sanctioned such 
transfers in war time and could not 
consistenly seize the Dacia. France has 
always held that the transfer of a 
merchant ship to a neutral power must 
have been effected at least thirty days 
before the outbreak of hostilities. 

At the beginning of the war, the 
Tnited States served notice on the bel- 
ligerents that as they had not consent- 
ed to observe the unratified declara- 
tions of London as a whole, this -gov- 
ernment would not be bound by them, 
but would stand‘ on the general prin- 
ciples of international law in dealing 
with questions of neutral rights.

Washington, August 4.—The state de- 
partment has assembled a mass of sta- 
tistics to refute the British assump- 
tion that increased exportations from 
the United States to Holland and Scan- 
dinavian countries indicates that some 
of these:goods are finding their way 
into Germany and Austria. The figures 
will be Included in a preliminary draft 
of the reply to the three British notes 
made public yesterday 
prepared for President Wilson. 

A study of trade conditions between 
the United States and neutral Huropean 
countries has been made by the state 
department and investigations of Sean- 
dinavian and Dutch trade by the de- 
partment of commerce. 

A report from Consul 
ner at London on the 
Great Britain for the six months ended 
June 30 shows that British exports to 
Scandinavian countries and -Holland 
have increased, as have American. 

The state department will contend 
that there can be no more assumption 
that American goods going to these 
neutral countries bound for Ger- 
many than that British exports 
reach Britain’s enemies. 

Re-Exports by Britain. 

The London report showed, that 
while Great Britain’s exports decrgased 
materially in the first six months of 
1915, imports increased. Re-exports 
during June, the first month during 
which the British order in council was 
fully effective, showed an increase of 
$2,904,838.

ENGLAND’S ATTITUDE. 
stripped .of its verbiage and diplomatic 
language, the English note to the United 
States is a determined assertion of its right 
of blockade of neutral European ‘ports 
against neutral commefce, as long as there 
is a suspicion that it lis destined to or is 
proceeding from a hostile nation against 
which the blockade has been declared. This 
Contention is held regardless of whether 
the cargoes carried are contraband or not, 
although it is stated cotton is to be made 
the -suibject of a supplementary definite 
Statement as to just what extent the British 
government will permit it to be conveyed 
to neutral Kuropean ports. 
, England’s attitude in her reply to the 
United States is based almost wholly upon 
the principles held in the blockade of: the 
Confederate States by the federal govern- 
ment during our own civil war. It is an 
interesting fact that every case cited in the 
mote of Sir Edward Grey in connection with 
the Confederate blockade had to do with 
unquestioned contraband of war. There is 
not one -of the Confederate cases mentioned 
in which the cargo was not composed either 
Wholly or in part of contraband. 

And yet England is seeking to justify 
upon this blockade, which had to do almost 
wholly with articles, her own 
blockade, which applies alike to that which 
is contraband and that which is not, There 
has never claim made by this 
government England should not de- 
tain contraband, whether bound for 
a@ neutral port: or not, where there was 
reason to believe it was intended for a 
belligerent. But there has been and there 
will continue to be an emphatic claim that 
she has no legal right to interfere with 
peaceiul, mon-contraband commerce  be- 
tween this country and the neutral ports 
of Europe, wherever they may be located. 

The Confederate blockade will- serve 
England only in so far as it concerns actual 
contraband of war; at that point its force 
as a precedent ceases. Nor can it be ad- 
mitted that the so-ealled new conditions of 
the present war will justify her departure 
from the requirements of international law 
to the ,extent of paralyzing neutral com- 
merce in those commodities which are not 
prohibited, and which cannot within reason 
be brought within the definition of prohi- 
f bition.

cannot conceive that. international 
law is subject to subversion by a nation 
to suit its own particular ends, any more 
than a law of this country may be violated 
with impunity by one of its citizens. If 
our people find a law unjust and oppres- 
sive, they repeal it. If.one or more nations 
find that an agreement sacredly entered 
into by all of them will not meet or satisfy 
new conditions, there is a way to amend 
or obliterate it. But if we permit any nation 
to violate an international agreement to 
suit its own purposes, regardless of the 
hardship that is imposed upon others, we 
arrive at the very néxt thing to interna- 
tional anarchy. 

With Germany bent on the violation of 
international laws in one direction, and 
England in another, we might as well, if 
this is t6 be permitted, return to the day 
when each nation, upon the seas and no 
matter how far away from home, was a 
law unto itself. 

Perusal of the British note, so far as 
the cotton problem is concerned, will afford 
little satisfaction to the south. It is noted 
that the question of Cotton is still to be 
dealt with. But what of satisfaction can 
be hoped for as to cotton, if Great Britain 
maintains so determined an attitude relative 
to other non-contraband articles? Besides, 
has not England’s cotton attitude already 
been forecast in her tentative proposal to 
admit to neutral countries only so much 
cotton as these countries actually need for 
their own consumption? 
fhe people of the United States do not 
ask England even to take a chance on

actual and undisputed contraband reaching 


her enemies. But they do ask and demand 
that she shall not interfere with unques- 
tionably legitimate commerce bound for 
neutral ports, regardless of any suspicions 
which she may attach to its ultimate 
destination. 

These methods will not win the war 
for England any more than sinking Lusi- 
tanias will win it for Germany. 

Nor should England mistake the temper 
of the people of the Unite@l States upon this 
subject. Already there are in Washington 
numerous demands from every section of 
the country, for congressional action aiming 
at retaliation, unless the unjust British 
blockade is removed. 

It is profoundly to be hoped that we 
shall be able to reach a satisfactory set- 
tlement of the problem without even the 
necessity of calling official attention to the 
possibility of such an outcome. 


POLICE PEACE. 


Now that the police commission hag con- 
cluded its investigation into the charges 
brought against former Police Chief James 
L.. Beavers, and made up its finding, all 
Atlanta hopes and trusts the police depart- 
ment will be restored to a permanent peace 
basis. 

For some years the department has been 
in one continuous and apparently inter- 
minable wrangle. Charge and _  counter- 
charge, crimination and recrimination have 
prevailed to a point where they were com- 
pelled to cause inefficiency. The best police 
chief any city ever produced could not, 
under such circumstances, maintain disci- 
pline and get satisfactory results from his 
men. s 

The Constitution has taken no part in 
the police dispute, nor does it propose now 
to attempt to place the responsibility for 
conditions which have undoubtedly mili- 
tated against as complete and thorough an 
enforcement of the laws designed for the 
protection of person and property as the 
citizens of Atlanta have had the right to 
expect. There remain wide differences of 
opinion regarding this responsibility which, 
no doubt, will always be irreconcilable. 

But in the displacement of Chief Beav- 
ers and the selection of Captain W. M. 
Mayo as chief of the department, the ma- 
jority of the police commission has assumed 
the responsibility for that solution, and 
the people of Atlanta will look to it to 
establish and maintain a department un- 
hampered by continual petty bickering; a 
department in which discipline shall be en- 
forced and which, above all, shall omit no 
essential step for the adequate protection 
of life, person and property. 

Chief Mayo, formerly a department cap- 
tain, has given the city long and excellent 
service. His record is good; he is popular 
the members of the force, and there 
is every reason to believe that the new 
head of the department will bring to the 
position to which he has been promoted 
an ability commensurate with its require- 
ments. If he meets these expectations, At- 
lanta will indorse him and Atlanta citizens 
him in achieving a thorough 
and effective administration of the laws. 

Regardless of the justice or the injus- 
tice of the police board’s action, upon which 
public opinion is considerably divided, we 
may at least accept the board’s announce- 
ment that it has eliminated factional strife 
from the department, and proposes to give 
Atlanta a police system that will furnish 
the protection the city needs. This is what 
Atlanta expects of’ it, and it will be satis- 
fied with no less. If the board makes good 
in its claim, it will win the commendation 
of practically the entire city. If it fails, 
and permits a return of the disrupting and 
disorganizing discord, it can expect nothing 
but just condemnation. 

By its action the board of police commis- 
sioners has not only assumed full responsi- 
bility, but has placed itself on trial before 
the people of Atlanta. Its future conduct 
must determine what the judgment of that 
tribunal shall be.
